REPORT 


Horticultural Inspector J, F. An- 
derson has just completed his re- 
port for the year ending March 
1, 1926, and the report contains 
a vast amount of interesting data 
on’ the fight to eliminate pests 
which hinder the growth and. de- 
velopment of the ‘fruit business 
throughout this section. 

Mr. Anderson ,states that the dis- 
trict as a. whole is in very gecd 
condition, although it was neces- 
sary to treat several groves the 
second time in order to get 2 
good kill on the scale. 

The early spraying did an ex- 
cellent job in the lemons, but the 
later one did not prove as effic- 
ient. 

The report states that very good 
results were . chtained through 
spraying oranges and that the fum- 
igating of oranges proved good. 4 
small amount of red scale was 
found in, some lemon groves and 
the report recommends fumigating 
to eliminate it.

Announcement that Upland, thru 
rapid daily. mail train serviee with 
Los Angeles, will take a@yantage 
of the speedier air mail delivery 
to the east was made today at 
the local postoffice by Postmaster 
L. N. Kirk, And it. works both 
ways so that Upland residents cor- 
responding with New York friends 
and relatives will get the same ser- 
vice west. : 

Comparison Shows Saving 

Comparison of the train and air 
time between Upland and the east 
shows | the saving in time, Ac- 
cording to Postmaster Kirk, the 
best train mail time ever recorded 
between this city and New: York 
was four days and eight hours, and 
between Upland and Chicago two 
days and 14 hours. Ordinarily the 
fast train time -for mail to Chi- 
cago averages about \three days 
and to New York about five days. 

With institution of the air mail 
connection from Los Angeles to 
Salt Lake City with the United 
States government air route from 
the latter city east this time will 
be shortened on the Chicago fiight

Opening Schedule Set 
The schedule set for the open- 
ing: of the route of the Westerr 
Air Express calls for planes leav- 
ing Los Angeles daily at 7:30 
a.m., reaching Las Vegas at 10:25 
a.m., departing at 10:40 a.m., ar- 
riving at Salt Lake City at 3:3° 
p.m. The westbound schedule will 
start the planes daily from Salt 
Lake City at 9:10 a.m., reaching 
Las Vegas at 2:25 p.m., and ar- 
rive in Los Angeles at 5:25 p.m. 
At present the mail service bv 
train from Upland to Salt Lake 
City is 24 hours, but under the 
air mail service the time between 
the two points will be only seven 
hours. At Salt Lake immediate 
connection with the Salt Lake 
Cheyenne, Chicago, New York air 
mail route of the government will 
be made and the same service will 
transfer mail from eastern points 
for Los Angeles and Upland to the 
Western Air Express. 
Served From Bay City 
Prior to the proposed inaugura- 
tion of the Western Air Mail 
route. Los Angeles and points in 
the Southland were served by air 
Pe from San Francisco, the ter- 


minal of the Salt Lake City-San 
Francisco government line. The 
mail came south from the north- 
ern metropolis by train. Through 
the new route the Southland will 
not have to depend on train ser- 
vice from San Francisco for air 
mail.

The Governor and Crime 
(Riverside Enterprise) 


Governor Richardson’s recent appeal to the 
judges and district attorneys for a more rig- 
id enforcement of the laws as a step toward 
the curbing of crime can at any rate do no 
harm. The strengthening of official and pub- 
lic sentiment for a relentless pursuit, and 
an inexorable punishment is the first and most 
needed reform in our methods of fighting the 
criminal. But we are inclined to question 
that judges or district attorneys are the ones 
who have a special need for the kind of ex- 
hortation directed at them by the Governor. 
It is not the zeal or the prosecutor nor the 
severity of the judge that is at fault. As a 
rule, a district attorney is avid in his desire 
for convictions, and judges have a traditional 
antipathy for the criminal. 

But blink at the facts as we may, despite 
all the high qualities that we love to attrib- 
ute to American people, there is in this coun- 
try a strong current of sympathy with the 
criminal. More than in any other country, 
the doctrine has been preached that he is 
rather sinned against than sinning, the vic- 
tim of énvironment or heredity or something 
else that excuses him. Penal reformers, cer- 
tain kinds of sociologists, and the mawkishiy 
sentimental public combine ‘to find excuses for 
the criminal and to extenuate the convict. 

A doubt no longer has to be reasonable to 
swerve jurors from a conviction. Indeed, in 
many notable instances, the criminal is saved 
without the necessity of any doubt. <A dash 
of sentiment, a bit of bravado, and a mur- 
derer is transmuted from an enemy of so- 
ciety into a popular hero. It is the police 
witnesses or the zealous prosecutor who be- 
comes the. villain in the drama. An ac- 
quittal is the signal for a storm of, applause 
from the spectators in the court room. 

When it is considered that juries are merely 
twelve court room spectators sitting in judg- 
ment the difficulty of obtaining convictions 
is not surprising. One out of the twelve is 
sufficient to nullify the best efforts of the dis- 
triet attorney. 

And this dangerous ‘tendency of the popu- 
lace to the hero worshipping of criminals has 
a more pernicious refiex. Not only are ac- 
tual criminals released without 
and the deterrent effect of the law nullified 
as to others with criminal impulses, but the 
attitude actually develops crime where other- 


punishment 


wise it would not have flourished. Popular 
deification of the criminal eannot obtain with- 
out spurring some of ‘the ‘simple and inno- 
cent to emulation. 

This- phase of the problem is aggravated by 
the avidity with whieh parole boards and 
pardoning power release those criminals who 
have been convicted. The parole system has 
been the most deadly factor in our penal pro- 
cedure. 
Throughout the country paroles have been a 
scandal, often under suspicion of corrupt in- 
fluence and nearly always operated in the in- 
terest of the criminal and against that of the 
public. Parole boards are tthe court room 
spectators made into a tribunal with powers 
of review over judge and jury. 

There is a growing sentiment for the com- 
plete abolition of the parole system, the in- 
determinate sentence and all that, sort of pen- 
ology. Swift, sure, a rigorous punishment is 
the one cure for crime. Governor Richardson 
is to be commended for his zeal for it, even 
though his evangelism may not be directed 
toward the field in which it is most needed.

Insurance Not a Cure 


(Pomona Bulletin) 

The toll in life and property resulting from 
automobile accidents on the streets and high- 
ways cannot be checked by compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance. This, at least, is the con- 
clusion of the Insurance Advisory Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States as submitted to that organization to be 
passed upon at its annual meeting in May. 

Insurance, in other words, is not a cure for 
reckless driving. “Besides it isn’t always the 
driver’s fault. Nevertheless thirty-eight state 
legislatures during the winter of 1924 and 
spring of 1925 considered compulsory’ auto- 
mobile insurance bills and one was passed. 

In 1924, the committee finds, policyholders 
paid over $103,000,000 in premiums for auto- 
mobile liability protection. The enactment 
generally of compulsory legislation would in- 
crease this amount to well over $400,000,000. 
The committee does not believe it would be 
fair to impose this burden upon motorists, 

“The function of insurance,” it adds, ‘‘is 
to indemnify after a certain event has oe- 
curred. When insuranee is arranged for the 
feeling of liability on the part of the individ- 
ual is lessened. Even now some motorists who 
are insured think because they are protected 
they need not exercise as much care while 
driving. The committee does not believe the 
weeding out of reckless and incompetent driv- 
ers, aS proposed in compulsory automobile in- 
surance measures, is the exclusive function of 
the insurance company.’’ 














A Jefferson Centennial 


(Redlands Facts) 

The year 1926 marks the Sesqui-Centennial 
anniversary of the independence of the Unit- 
ed States, and it is also the céntennial anni- 
versary of the death of Thomas Jefferson, 
who wrote the Declaration of Independence.

There 
he died and there he lies buried. It should 
be a consecrated spot; dear to the heart of 
every American. 


The estate at Monticello consists of 640 
acres. The dwelling is a noble example of 
American architecture. There is his law of- 
fice, his ‘‘honeymoon lodge,’’ and other out- 
buildings and the furnishings. The property 
has been secured at a cost of $500,000 and 
it is proposed to care for it perpetually with 
an endowment of an equal sum. It should 
be one of the publiely owned shrines of the 
American people. There lies the man who 
said with his dying words, ‘‘I have done for 
my country and for all mankind all that 1 
could do, and I now resign my soul, without 
fear, to my God.’”’

How for 28 years the rich gold 
strike of the Kramer hills lay un- 
discovered merely because Austin 
Burcham, discoverer of the Yellow 
Aster, did not, for some unrecord- 
ed reason, take one last shot in 
a shaft before he abandoned the 
diggings, was related Wednesday 
by Ed Herkelrath, who made the 
find of ore that runs $1,000 to the 
ton. 

Alpert A. Burcham, chief of po- 
lice of San Bernardino and brother 
of Austin Burcham, confirmed the 
story. 

Shaft Abandoned For Yellow Aster 

“My brother and I worked on 
the prospect in 1898,” he said. 
“We went down about 40 feet and 
also cross-cut. We found gold al- 
most any place but it was not rich 
enough. While we were at work 
a rich strike was made in a nar- 
row stringer in a shaft to the east 
of us. I remember we tried to 
buy that property but couldn’t. We 
finally abandoned the shaft.” 

Word from the Yellow Aster, 
brought by Mrs. Austin Burcham. 
told of greater riches there and 
the effort in the Kramer Hills was 
abandoned by the Burchams. 

Herkelrath in San Bernardino 

Mr. Herkelrath was at the coun- 
ty seat Wednesday buying supplies 
for the new mine that promises to 
|rival any strike in the history of 
the Mojava desert. He confirmed 
the earlier reports of the richness 
of the big body of ore he found. 
purely by accident. Through the 
main body of ore run stringers 
containing nuggets as big as beans 
One chunk of ore is estimated tc 
carry values at the rate of $4,000 
a ton. A grab sample assay taken 
from the dump after the high 
grade had been taken out ran $29" 
to the ton. 

“When I went down in the ol¢ 
shaft sunk 40 feet by Burcham 
about 27 years ago, I found that he 
had drilled holes for a shot but 
had never put in the powder,” said 
Herkelrath. “The holes were plug- 
ged, and apparently Burcham in- 
tended to return some day and 
put off the shot. I put in the 
powder and when the rock was 
raked away found the high values. 
We sank a new shaft nearby and 
uncovered the rich body of ore 
that we are now working.’ 

Nine Claims Held in District 

Herkelrath and his associates 
hold nine claims in section 35. 
township 10 north, range 6 west. 
He owns an additional 160 acres 
in the northwest quarter of sec- 
tion 36. immediately adjoining, and 
into which the main bodv of ore 
runs, 

To secure a mill run of the nigh | 
grade ore in order to determine 
exactly the extent of the rich 
values. Herkelrath is hurrying the 
sacking of a 10-ton shipment. He 
has eight tons ready and within 
a few days will have sorted enough 
additional high grade to make the 
full shipment. 

Syndicate is Formed 

Herkelrath said yesterday a 
syndicate was being formed to put 
in a small mill to run the ore un- 
til a larger plant is financed. The 
syndicate will lay out a townsite 
and pipe water to the property so 
that the miners who are rushin’ 
inté the field will have a suitable 
camp. The camp will be establish- 
ed on patented land in section 86. 

Representative of one big ore 
buying concern has completed ar 
inspection of the district, accord- 
ing to Herkelrath, and has pro- 
nounced the indications for a bir 
mine to be excellent.

Herkelrath was questioned by 
many friends regarding the strike. |
